Those  who  wonder  why  it  is  that  relig 
ion  is  losing  ground  can  find  it  in  this 
very  depression.  In  their  eagerness 
to  create  a sensation,  some  ministers  for- 
get the  real  pos(>el  of  Jesus  Christ,  for- 
ei*t  the  old  foundation  of  the  church. 
Men  gQ  to  church  to  hear  the  old  tithe 
religion  preached.  The  sensational 
preacher  may  fill  his  church,  hut  he  does 
rot  reach  the  hearts  of  the  fieople. 

Bishop  Candler  thoroughly  appreeint 
c«  the  danger  of  the  tiew  school  of 
preaching;  he  can  s«*c  the  iniurious  re 
u|ts  for  the  future.  Yet  these  sens  t 
lions)  advocates  of  (he  cloth  receive  rich 
salaries  in  their  city  pulpits,  while  the 
meek  and  the  lowly  worker  in  the  Lord’s 
vineyard,  who  is  struggling  to  givh  the 
gosi»el  and  save  souls,  is  underpaid. 

Men  and  women  are  generally  inlike 
in  many  things,  and  religion  is  ohe  of 
them.  They  want  the  real  Gosnel  of 
Christ  preached,  and  not  spectacular 
exhortations.  This  thev  should  hnve 
and  they  sho'dd  par  for  it  as  it  deserves 
to  Is-  paid.

MY  WORK. 

I have  thought  for  some  time  that  I 
would  write  about  my  work.  I came  to 
Quitman  one  year  ago,  the  first  day  of 
November,  1909,  and  took  charge  of 
Quitman,  Montrose  and  Union  churches 
in  Clark  county.  One  year  ago  we  had 
a debt  of  $845.00  on  pastor’s  home  that 
has  been  raised:  two  coats  of  paint  put. 
on  the  House  of  the  Lord;  a new  organ 
has  been  put  in  and  all  paid  for.  We 
paid  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dol- 
lars to  Missions,  twentv-six  dollars  to 
the  Orphan’s  Home.  In  May.  Rev.  L. 
G.  Gates,  of  Laurel,  came  over  and 
preached  for  us  seven  days  in  a meet 
inp.  We  had  a pood  meeting,  receiv- 
ed six  into  the  membership  of  the 
church,  two  by  baptism,  four  bv  letter. 
Gates  is  a prince  of  preachers.  On  the 
second  Sunday  in  November  we  began 
another  meeting  and  ran  for  ten  days. 
Rev.  ,T.  A.  Bell,  of  Greenfield,  Tennes- 
see, came  to  us  on  Tuesday  and  did  the 
preaching  until  the  close  of  the  meet- 
ing. Bell  is  a native  Mississippi n, 
and  will  say  that  Bell  is  a great  preacher 
and  is  safe  and  sound,  and  preaches  the 
Gospel  with  great  power;  a mighty  man, 
indeed.  T can  recommend  him  to  any 
brother  who  wants  a great  helper  in 
revivals.  Results,  16  additions,  10  by 
letter,  and  six  by  baptism. 

On  the  fifth  Sunday  in  July  Rev.  .1. 
P.  Culpepper  of  Newton,  began  a meet- 
ing at  Union  and  continued  for  four 
days;  results,  three  for  baptism.  The; 
pastor  was  not  able  to  be  in  the  meet- 
ing. I was  at  Prentiss,  Miss.,  in  the 
home  of  that  beloved  brother.  Dr.  Moo- 
dy. down  with  fever.  On  the  third  Sun 
day  in  August  we  began  our  mooring  at 
Montrose.  Rev  L.  A.  Moore,  of  Houston. 
Miss.,  doing  the  preaching  and  did  it 
well.  We  had  a feast  imteed.  Results. 
15  additions,  four  by  letter  and  nine  by 
baptism.  These  two  churches  are  mov- 
ing onto  higher  plains.  Union  gave 
one  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  to  Mis 
sions.  Montrose  gave  one  hundred  and 
eighteen  Jollurs.  All  of  my  work  has 
called  me  unanimously  for  another  year. 

We  are  expecting  great  things  for 
next  year.  We  want  to  make  an  ad- 
vance along  all  lines.  May  the  Record 
be  greatly  blessed  in  its  work.

I I f churches  that  the  pastor  Is 
solely  responsible  for  the 
— successful  prosecution  of 
religious  work.  As  a re- 
sult of  this  fact  he  la  frequently  left 
to  stand  alone,  and  to  do  what  he  ran 
wjthout  much  assistance  of  any  kind 
We  need  not  waste  time  to  show  that 
sqch  a view  Is  essentially  erroneous 
The  great  Pauline  and  Protestant  doc- 
trine of  the  priesthood  of  the  people 
pets  every  Individual  believer  under 
bqnils  to  contribute  the  full  measure 
ol  his  Influence  to  the  furtherance  of 
tfie  kingdom  of  Christ  We  wish  that 
w|p  could  Impress  this  thought  with 
d^e  emphasis  upon  the  minds  of  all 
ot|r  readers.  Its  Importance  is  such  as 
tq  entitle  It  to  the  most  serious  at- 
tention. To  be  more  specific,  there  are 
many  ways  In  which  the  flock  can  and 
ogght  to  aid  the  pastor. 

They  can  relieve  his  mind  from  tho 
pressure  of  worldly  cares  by  providing 
far  him  s competent  support.  It  would 
be  a great  calamity  If  the  salaries 
of  Christian  ministers  should  ever  be- 
came so  large  as  to  constitute  an  at- 
tijactlon  to  Insincere  and  ungodly  men. 
But  there  Is  not  the  slightest  prospect 
of  any  Immediate  danger  In  that  direc- 
tion. The  real  trouble  la  that  so  many 
a^ile  and  excellent  men  are  put  on 
short  rations,  and  compelled  to  prac- 
tise a pinching  and  almost  niggardly 
economy  In  order  to  make  ends  meet. 
Npr  Is  there  any  good  reason  why  It 
should  be  so.  That  the  majority  of 
Christians  are  poor,  we  very  well 
kjiow ; but  still  there  Is  scarcely  a 
circuit  or  station  among  us  that  could 
net,  by  equitable  distribution  of  finan- 
cial burdens,  make  a comfortable  pro- 
vision for  Its  pastor.  The  failure  to 
d4>  this  Is  to  be  attributed  to  the 
thoughtlessness  of  some  folks  and  the 
downright  stinginess  of  others.  This 
la  plain  language,  but  none  too  plain 
Tne  doctrine  that  the  laborer  Is  wor- 
thy of  bis  hire  Is  of  divine,  and  not 
of  human  authority. 

They  can  strengthen  his  spirit  by 
entering  sympathetically  Into  all  his 
pfans  of  work.  If  they  look  upon  his 
efforts  with  an  unfriendly  eye,  or  If 
they  simply  sit  still  In  idle  indiffer- 
ence, they  make  It  virtually  Impos 
sihle  for  him  to  accomplish  anything 
that  rises  above  the  level  of  a com- 
monplace result  Their  refusal  or 
neglect  to  lend  a helping  hand  neu- 
tralizes his  best  endeavors.  How  can 
he  confidently  essay  any  great  task 
when  he  knows  that  he  is  to  be  met 
with  hostile  criticism  or  with  frigid 
unconcern!  It  Is  bad  enough  to  have 
the  sharp  opposition  and  the  keen  con- 
tern  pt  of  "those  that  are  without,"  but 
a great  deal  worse  to  suffer  the  same 
treatment  from  thoee  that  are  within 
tqe  fold.  If.  on  the  other  hand,  the 
mpmbers  of  the  church  do  their  pastor 
tbje  naked  justice  of  giving  him  their 
Intelligent  oo-operatlon,  they  multiply 
his  power  a hundred  times,  and  guar- 
antee the  corresponding  fruitfulness 
of  his  ministry.

The  sense  of 
newness  with  the  touch  of  home- 
sickness which  invariably  accompan- 
ies it,  have  passed  away  with  even 
the  most  recent  arrivals,  and  their 
teacher,  their  work  and  their  sur- 
oundings.  The  cordial  welcome  ex. 
tended  to  them  by  the  cburcehs  near- 
est the  School,  has  had  no  doubt 
very  much  to  do  with  the  girls  ac- 
quiring. that  feeling  of  “at-home- 
ness"  so  early  in  the  term.  Alrea- 
dy they  have  had  Invitations  to  re- 
ceptions at'  the  Broadway,  East,  and 
Fourth  Avenue  Baptist  churches  re- 
spectively. 

But  perhaps  the  most  Interesting 
social  occasion  to  which  the  student 
body  has  been  invited  this  year  was 
the  Farewell  Tea  given  by  the  Wal- 
nut Street  Baptist  Church  to  Mrs. 
H.  M.  Harris  on  the  eve  of  her  de- 
parture for  China.  Mrs.  Haris  was 
Miss  Florence  Powell,  daughter  Of 
Dr.  W.  D.  Powell,  for  so  many  years 
our  missionary* to  Mexico,  and  is 
now  Corresponding  Secretary  of  State 
Missions  in  Kentucky.
